The  Boston  Zoning  Code  provides  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  zoning  sub-districts  called  Planned 
Development  Areas.     The  establishment  of  such 
a  district  is  dependent  upon  review  and  approval, 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  of  develop- 
ment plans  for  the  area  indicating  location  and 
appearance  of  structures,  open  space,  and  other 
pertinent  information.

Relaxation  of  Set-back  and  Height  Controls 
In  Planned   Development  Areas   set-back   and  height 
regulations   can   be   relaxed  to  provide  open  space. 
Ordinance  to  Protect  Historic  Sites  and  Buildings 
The  Beacon   Hill    Historic   District  and  the  Back 
Bay  Residential    District,  each   administered  by  a 
separate  architectural    commission,  were   created 
by  statute  to  control    exterior  architectural 
features   found  in  their  respective   areas   that 
are  considered  relevant  to  the  historic,  cultural, 
and  architectural    development  of  the  City  of 
Boston.     The  Boston  Landmarks   Commission  has 
drafted  legislation  which,   if  enacted,  would 
facilitate  the  designation  of  additional   sites 
and/or  areas   for  similar  protection.

The  Boston  Zoning  Code  sets   forth   regulations 
for  signs   in  residential   and  local    business 
districts.     The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
and  the  Law  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
have  drafted  a  new  sign  control   ordinance  with 
more  extensive   regulations  which   is  expected 
to  be  enacted  in  1972.

The  proposed  recreational  facilities  will  serve  an 
area  which  is  already  intensively  developed.  Rent 
levels  in  the  North  End  arelow,  with  approximately 
one-third  of  the  rental  dwelling  units  in  the  area 
renting  for  between  $40  and  $80  a  month. 

At  the  fringe  of  the  existing  residential   area,  300 
units  of  new  and  rehabilitated  housing  are  proposed 
to  meet  the  needs  of  moderate  income  residents.     At 
least  100  of  these  units  are  expected  to  be  financed 
under  HUD's  236  program  as  a  part  of  the  Downtown 
Waterfront  Urban  Renewal   Project.

Addition  of  the  2.2  acres  to  be  developed  for 
recreational  use  by  the  city  will   increase  the 
ratio  to  1.30  acres  per  1,000.    The  proposed

MDC  facilities  which  will   be  constructed  on  the 
remaining  portion  of  this  site  will   bring  the 
total    to   1.69   acres   per  1,000. 

4.  Alleviate  Unmet  Recreation  Need  3 

A  report  prepared  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  entitled  North  End  Recreation  and 
Open  Space  Study  cited  the  inadequacy  of  play 
field  areas   for  children  and  young  adults   in  the 
North  End.     Noting  that  most  existing  sites   in 

the  area  were   limited   by  topography  or  size  from 
providing  adequate   facilities,   the  report   recom- 
mended that  the  existing   facility  known  as   the 
North  End  Park  be  expanded  to  provide  more  ade- 
quate playing  fields,  courts,  skating  rink,  water- 
front walkway  and  public  boat  landing.     As  pre- 
sently proposed,  the  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission will    build  the  skating  rink,  basketball 
courts,  quay  and  sitting  area;     the  city  will   de- 
velop a  Little  League   field,   handball    and  boccie 
courts   and  a  pi  ay lot. 

5.  Preserves  Ecologically  Important  or  Scenic  Areas   -  2 
Boston's  waterfront  is   an   important  urban   "scenic 
area."     The  site  proposed  for  recreational   devel- 
opment has   views   across  the  inner  harbor  at  the 
historic  U.S.S.    Constitution,  and  its  setting,  the 
Charlestown  Naval   Shipyard,   as  well   as  Breeds  Hill 
and  the  Bunker  Hill   Monument.

The  City  of  Boston  through  the  joint  efforts  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department  and  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority,   acting  in  its  capacity  as  City 
Planning  Board,  has  undertaken  numerous  open  space 
planning  and  development  projects,   including  three 
capital    improvement  programs   assisted  under  Title  VII 
Urban  Beautifi cation  Program, 

The  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  has   assumed 
responsibility  for  maintenance  and  supervision  of 
new  open  space  areas  developed  under  the  Urban  Renewal 
and  Model   Cities  Programs   as  well    as  for  open  space 
areas   improved   under  the  Urban   Beautifi  cation  Program. 
It  operates   all    facilities   in  accordance  with  contract 
conditions.

The  City  of  Boston  is  presently  involved  in  a 
full -range  of  local,  state  and  federal   training 
and  employment  programs   for  disadvantaged  and 
minority  persons.     In  fiscal  year  1970,  for  example, 
the  City  of  Boston  spent  $  2  million  in  federal 
monies  for  training  and  employment  programs.     Relative- 
ly superior  opportunities  for  minority  persons  are 
provided  in  Boston.     In  a  typical   month,  November,  1971, 
85%  of  the  new  enrol  lees  in  ABCD  programs  were  minority 
individuals.     Efforts  are  continually  being  made  to  re- 
view and  improve  the  existing  programs.     A  case  in  point 
is  the  recent  revision  of  the  Boston  Plan  for  the  train- 
ing and  hiring  of  minority  individuals   in  the  contracting 
industry. 

Model    Cities  is  required  by  a  HUD  directive 
(CDA  Letter  #11)  to  give  Model   Neighborhood 
Residents   (MNRs)  preference  in  all   employment 
generated  by  Model   Cities.     This  includes  staff, 
sub-contractors,   the  citizen's  participation  group, 
and  construction  activity.     Since  71%  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  is  minority,  this  policy  is  virtually 


Score 
the  same  as   a  minority  employment  policy.     This 
policy,  which   requires   preference   in  both  hiring 
and  upgrading,   has   resulted,   as   of  October  6,1971, 
in  Model    Cities  delegate  agencies   hiring  45%  Model 
Neighborhood  residents,   81%  Black,   11%  Spanish 
speaking  or  other,   and  9%  White. 

Business  Opportunities   for  Minorities 3 

The  City  of  Boston  has   established  within  the  Office 
of  Human   Rights   an  Economic   Development  program  to 
assist  minority  entrepreneurs   in  obtaining  loans, 
negotiating  contracts,  locating  sites,  etc.     The  effort 
is  in  addition  to  private  efforts   such  as   Circle  Associ- 
ation and  other  public-sponsored  programs.     The  major 
public  activity  at  the  local    level   is  the  Economic 
Planning  and  Development  Program  of  the  Model   Cities 
Agency.     The  program  supports   a  private  community 
development  corporation  which   is   responsible   in  part 
for  assisting  minority  business. 
Affirmative  Action  taken  within  Applicant's 

Own  Employment  for  Minorities 4 

The  Parks   and  Recreation   Department  requires 
affirmative  action  plans   from  all   architects, 
engineers,  and  construction  contractors.      In 
addition,  under  the  Emergency  Employment  Act, 
the  City  of  Boston  has   agreed  to  establish  min- 
imum hiring  goals   as  follows:     56%  of  the  total 
work  force  under  Section  5  and  48%  under  Section  6.

The  program  to  date  has   been  developed  through 
the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  and  the 
Public  Facilities   Department.     It  is  anticipated  that 
these  agencies  will  work  closely  through  the  planning 

and  design  process . 

b.  Resident  Commitment 4 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  undertook  the  orig- 
inal  North  End  Open  Space  Study  at  the   request  of  local 
resident  groups  and  the  area's   legislative  representatives. 
Planning  for  the  expansion  of  the  Waterfront  Park  has  been 
carried  out  by  MDC  and  the  City  of  Boston  in  full    coop- 
eration with  the  Committee  for  the  North  End  Waterfront

The  MDC 
will   build  a  skating  rink  and  construct  other  recrea- 
tion facilities  on  land  adjacent  to  the  city  park.

Low  and  moderate  income  housing  is  being  significantly 
expanded  in  Boston.  The  major  limiting  factor  to  development 
has  been  the  scarcity  of  federal  housing  subsidy  funds.  Since 
1970,  though,  approximately  3,000  units  for  low  and  moderate 
income  have  been  built  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

At  present  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is  undertaking 
a  major  project  study  by  which  they  wish  to  determine  the  number 
and  location  of  housing  units  constructed  during  the  past  12  years 
in  Boston.  To  date  these  figures  are  not  complete  enough  to 
detail  at  this  time. 

The  BRA  is  aware  of  about  10,000  low  and  moderate  income 
units  which  are  in  various  planning  stages  for  new  construction 
and  an  additional  undetermined  number  for  rehabilitation. 

Within  the  Model  Cities  area  over  1,000  dwelling  units  of 
FHA  236  housing  have  been  rehabilitated,  500  are  in  the  process 
of  being  rehabilitated  and  600  more  are  in  the  process  of  being 
planned. 
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c.  Dispersion  of  housing-  -------------------4 

The  City  of  Boston  and  the  BRA  have  encouraged  the  construction 
of  housing  for  low  and  moderate  income  families  and  individuals 
in  all  parts  of  the  city.  During  the  past  1  1/2  years  approximately 
2,000  of  these  units  have  completed  alone,  1,800  are  under  con- 
struction and  another  5,000  are  being  planned. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  is  currently  implementing  a 
program  of  locating  low  income  elderly  housing  outside  of  high 
concentration  of  low  income  persons.  To  date,  484  of  these  units 
are  under  construction  and  an  additional  1,021  units  are  being 
developed. 

On  Map  1,  the  sites  of  low  and  moderate  income  units  which 
have  either  been  built  between  1960-1972  or  are  in  the  final  planning 
stages  which  have  been  identified  so  far  are  shown.

The  North  End  Open  Space  Study  and  the  waterfront  park 
extension  in  particular  respond  to  the  priorities   established 
by  local    residents   for  improvement  of  the  physical   environ- 
ment of  the  North   End.     The  provision  of  additional    and  more 
adequate  recreational    facilities  was   described  to  the  BRA 
as   the  most  important  way  in  which   the  public  sector  could 
improve  the  quality  of  life  in  the  North   End  and  stabilize 
the  area  as  a  residential   neighborhood. 

The  Waterfront  park  development  project  reinforces   the 
City  of  Boston's   program  to  improve  existing  open  space 
areas   in  the  North  End  and  other  neighborhoods   of  the  City. 
The  waterfront  park   facilities  will    also  complement  a 
proposed  community   center  which  will    coordinate  recreation 
and  social   service   activities   in  a  single  building  adjacent 
to  the  waterfront  park/playground.
